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Warrant  4156.  Council  Chamber,  Kay  9,  17 c6,  P.  Henry-T.  Merriweather:  The  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  John  Busby,  ia  entitled  to  the  Proportation  cf  land  allowed  to  a 
private  of  the  Continental  Lins  for  three  years*  service. 

A  warrant  for  100  acres  of  land  issued  to  Junes  Bus  by.  heir  in  lav.'  of  John 
Busby .  the  9th  day  of  Kay  in  l?c6.  This  would  indicate  that  John  Busby  had  tnree 
years'  service  in  the  Virginia  line  and  that  James  Busby  (evidently  the  son  of 
John  Busby)  received  the  warrant,  as  John  Busoy  probably  was  unable  to  appear  in 
persoh. 

The  movement  is  again  to  the  frontier  into  Kentrucky,  to  Fleming  and  Bourbon 
Counties  where  from  the  pension  fcureau  at  T'ashin  gten  and  the  St.te  Historical 
Library  at  Frankfort  are  shown  the  following  records.  That  of  James  Busoy  is 
being  fully  copied  ana  is  quite  interesting. 

Pension  Record  James  Busby  ”  2  995  Birth  Key  2,  1754,  pl-ce  not  shown. 

Service — According  to  this  Veteran's  statansnts  when  he  applied  for  a  pension 
in  1818  and  1819,  he  rendered  the  following  services:  from  March  17,  1776,  was_ 
a  private  under  Captains  Nathaniel  Morrison  ana  Burgess  Ball  in  the  Virginia 
troops;  was  in  the  battles  of  Trenton,  Brandywine,  Germantvon,  and  Monmouth. 

He  marched  in  the  winter  of  1779  to  the  Carolines,  where  he  was  taken  prisoner  in 
Kay;  escaped  soon  axterward  and  while  cn  way  back  to  Virginia  enlisted  in  June, 

1760;  served  as  a  dragoon  under  Capt.  LaBrun  in  Pulaski's  Legion,  else  in  #.mor;d's 
corps,  and  was  discharged  November  3>  1783.  He  was  in  the  battles  of  Camden, 

Kings  Mountain,  Cov'pais,  Guilford  Court  and  the  Sio  ;e  of  Yorktown,  end  was  wounded 
in  the  neck  by  a  sword  at  Cow-pens  and  in  the  thigh  by  a  musket  ball  at  Guilford 
Court  Hous  e. 

In  an  affidavit  submitted  in  1825  regarding  this  veteran,  it  was  stated  that 
when  the  venerable  General  Lafa  ette  toured  the  United  States  and  visited  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  he  took  James  Busby  by  the  hanc,  called  him  by  name,  and  clasped  him  in 
his  arms  with  tears  in  his  e/es.  Why  Lafayette  remembered  James  Busby  after  fifty 
years  is  possibly  explained  below. 

In  May,  1947,  we  visited  Lexington  and  a  noted  race  horse  farm  called  Keeneland, 
a  few  miles  w’est  of  Lexington.  At  the  entrance  to  this  farm  there  is  a  large  bronze 
plaque  which  tells  that  Colonel  John  Keare  mu  been  tae  wnericen  aiue  to  General 
Lafayette  during  the  Revolution  a r.e  tun  at  the  General  hau  made  Keeneland  his  home 
while  at  Lexington.  This  iixticates  to  us  that  James  Busby  was  very  llkel,  a  soldier 
under  Col.  Keene  and  in  that  way  hac  personal  contact  in  some  manner  witn  General 
Lafayette. 

Jam.es  3usby  married  Elizabeth  Shackelford  in  Albemarle  County,  Virginia, 

March  4,  1790.  James  Busby  edea  in  Bourbor.  County,  Kentucky,  cn  July  2,  lc'36  . 

Several  children  are  mentioned  (mostly  girls),  but  we  have  not  been  ado  to  secure 
any  record  of  their  descendants.  According  to  the  records  at  ' 'ashingtor.,  l.'iliiam 
and  Robert,  brothers  of  James,  also  served  in  the  Revolution. 

Appareitl..  there  w.s  a  younger  brother  of  James,  Robert,  and  V.'illiam,  noised 
Rawleigh,  who  married  Polly  Oxley  in  Bourbon  County,  Kentucky,  in  lbl9. 

A  William  Busby,  aged  over  80,  living  at  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  on  September  23, 

1941,  wrote  us  as  follows:  "I  am  the  son  of  cldriage  Bushy  ana  Emily  Downey. 

Patner  had  brothers  Hiram,  Henry,  aid  d.wleigh,  Jr.  The  four  of  than  were  sens  of 
Rawleigh  Busby,  Sr.,  vi.o  han  a  brother  named  Jam- s,  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution. 

My  three  uncles,  Hiram,  Henry,  and  Rawleigh,  Jr.,  ELI  moved  to  Indiana,  but  I  have 
no  information  regarding  an  of  their  descendants. 

Records  of  Fleminr  County,  Kentucky,  show  that  Hiram  Busby  married  None  '  Vice 
in  1639. 

So  once  more  the  movement  is  to  a  new  state.  Hiram  Bush,  and  wife  Nancy  locat¬ 
ed  at  Green  C:stle,  Indiana,  »h  ^re  he  was  either  a  carpenter  or  a  stone  mason  and 
helped  build  the  first  courthouse  at  Green  Castle.  Vc ,  however,  do  not  have  any 
record  of  the  date  of  ds  th  of  either  Hiram  or  Nancv  or  the  place  of-thuir  burial.

Nathaniel  ,;alkeryl  a^rh  October  14,  1541,  was  the  first  son  cf  Hirer:  and  Nancy 
(Vice)  Busby.  As  a  oung  man,  ho  v:-s  located  at  Bloomfield,  loua.  He  enlisted  in 
August  17,  1861,  in  the  third  Iowa  Cavalry  and  was  discharged  August  9,  1865,  Atlanta 
Georgia.  A  full  reco;-d  of  the  any  movements  and  bar  les  that  this  raiment  engaged 
in  can  be  found  in  the  Records  of  th  Iowa  Regiments,  copies  of  which  a r -  to  be  fo ur.d 
in  man,  public  libraries.  The  service  of  t.ve  Third  Cavalry  was  all  in  the  Vest  in 
Missouri,  Arkansas,  Tennessee,  ana  Georgia.  The  winter  of  I064-IS65  was  spent  in 
camp  at  Atlanta,  Geor-.ia,  vhere,  2 vis  r.tl/  to  help  sake  tne  dull  vinter  pcs.:  faster, 
he  wrote  a  number  of  poems.  Some  of  them  arc  nuite  interesting,  and  we  have  the 
original  copies.  The  titles  of  scree  are  as  follows:  " Tn ..  villow  Tree"  (This  one 
was  headed  31oomfi elu ,  Iowa,  November,  lt>66)  "The  Southern  Girls",  "Babylon  Fallen," 
"Vhcii  John;/  Canes  Marching  Home"  (Copied  ..tic  nta  ,  lc66)  "The  i*ar.v-ll  of  tne  Yrung 
Volunteer"  b/  N.V.  Busb . ,  ..tlanta  1665  for  July  4,  "Joneses  bister"  (This  one  extra 
good"  written  Atlanta,  1665,  "Glory  HalHujah."  In  au.itio.  there  are  a  number 
of  original  army  oru_rs  issued  to  Lather;  Busby  tc  go  throuji  the  picket  lines  tc 
secure  forage,  provisions  and  otic r  eutias.  Nathan  was  apparently  an  orderly  to 
Col.  Bussey,  Hie  regimental  commander.  His  name  is  on  the  bronze  plaque  on  the 
General  ncPher son  mor.uiuent  at  McPherson,  Kansas. 

Being  discharged  at  Atlanta,  Georgia  on  nugust  9,  I065,  he  hurried  home  ~nd  also 
apparently'  hurried  his  courtship  for(K  Nathan  V.',  Busby  married  Mary  Elizabeth  French 
on  Septatioer  13,  I065,  at  Bloomfield,  Iowa. 

In  lb  7,  the  family  migrated  to  McFhorson  Count.,  Kansas,  and  located  at  a  snail 
village  called  n.atland  abvut  ten  miles  west  of  McPherson.  There  he  bu  ilt  a  house, 
which  still  stains  or.  the  .nrtu  side  of  Highway  No.  50  North.  Later  they  moved 
to  V'iijdom,  vhere  he  a.gaii  built  a  new  house  and  lived  there  until  his  de_th  cn  Kay 
15,  1909.  His  widow  lived  with  th*  children  until  her  death  -t  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
on  Kay  3,  192 2.  Both  are  buried  t  McPherson,  Kansas.

Thinking  a  short  historical  record  of  the  families  of  the  four  sons-in-lav 
of  Nathan  Welker  Busby  will  be  of  interest,  the  following  information  has 
been  secured. 

(11)  Ada  Busby— John  Van  Nordstrand 

The  Van  Nordstrnndt,  Van  Nordstrand,  Van  Nostrand,  Van  Ord strand .  First 
recorded  about  1649  when  they  came  from  Holland  to  New  Amsterdam  (New  York  City) . 
After  several  migrations  to  New  Jersey  and  western  Pennsylvania,  a  Peter  Van  Nord— 
ft brand  with  his  wife  and  eleven  children  located  in  Richland  County  (now  Ashland 
County)  Ohio  in  1817.  The  father  died  the  following  year  and  left  the  widow  and 
ohildren  in  a  newly  settled  country  with  but  very  few  neighbors  and  the  nearest 
a  core,  mill,  or  post  office  was  about  twenty  miles  aw ay.  However,  all  the  family  ' 
survived  and  the  children  married.  The  youngest  son,  Peter,  Jr.,  remained  on  the 
home  farm  and  his  descendants  still  live  at  Ashland.  Join,  the  oldest  son,  with 
bnac,  the  second  son,  migrated  to  Iowa  about  1855  and  located  at  Fairfield  and 
.'•rakeville.  Isaac  had  married  Margaret  Moses  (Stoner),  a  widow  with  three  children. 
They  then  had  ten  children.  The  oldest  son,  John  Moses,  born  on  December  7,  1943, 
in  Ashland,  Ohio,  enlisted  in  the  3Cth  Iowa  Infantry  August  9,  1843,  enlisted  in 
the  the  30th  Iowa  Infantry  August  9,  1862,  and  served  until  his  discharge  June  5, 
I2o5.  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  took  part  in  many  of  the  battles  of  the  West 
and  was  with  General  Sherman  on  the  March  to  the  Sea.  He  was  one  of  the  soldiers 
J.n  the  parade  of  General  Sherman's  Army  at  Washington,  D.  C.  in  May,  1865. 

Ills  father,  Isaac  Van  Nordstrand,  enlisted  in  1862  in  the  38th  Iowa  Infantry,  a 
regiment  called  the  Grey  Beard  Regiment  as  all  the  men  were  over  40  and  many  sixty 
vo  seventy  years  old.  Isaac  was  57  years  -of  age  when  he  enlisted  and  was  discharged 
after  thirty  months  of  service. 

In  1870  Isaac  with  his  wife  and  some  of  the  children,  including  John  Moses, 
came  to  McPherson  County  and  took  homestead  land  southeast  of  Windom.  Isaac  died 
in  1883  and  his  wife  in  1893.  John  Moses  Van  Nordstrand,  after  his  narriage  to 
Ada  3usby,  lived  in  McPherson  County  until  his  death  February  27,  1920.  The  names 
of  Isaac  and  John  Moses  Van  Nordstrand  are  on  the  bronre  tablet  at  the  General 
McPherson  Monument  at  McFherscn. 

(12)  Ida  Busby — Stillman  D.  Rutledge 

History  of  McLean  C  ounty,  Illinois,  by  Wn.  LeBaron  Co.  1879,  pp .978-931. 

M.  S.  Rutledge  bom  in  Georgia,  April  2,  1800.  He  emigrated  to  Illinois  and 
located  in  White  County,  later  in  Montgomery  County  in  1826.  He  married  Nancy 
Bostick,  born  in  Kentucky  May  19,  1799.  To  this  union  ten  children  were  born, 
among  them  Charles  H.,  who  in  June  1846  enlisted  in  the  3rd  Illinois  Volunteer 
'.rfantry  and  served  one  year,  taking  part  in  the  invasion  of  Mexico  and  the  battle 
of  Vera  Cruz  and  Cerro  Gordo.  In  I848,  he  settled  near  LeRoy,  Ill.  and  took  up  a 
'  aid  warrant  for  160  acres  and  built  a  house  16  x  16.  He  married  April  14,  1653, 
‘('iartha  Ann  Chapin,  born  March  21,  1331,  in  DeWitt  County,  Ill.,  a  daughter  of  Hiram 
Jnapin  who  was  born  in  North  Carolina  and  emigrated  to  Kentucky  and  later  to  Illi¬ 
nois.  To  this  marriage  seven  children  were  born,  four  of  whom  ere  now  livinp : 
Stillman  D.  Rutledge,  born  May  16,  1857;  Edgar  H. ;  Florence;  and  Louise  J.

(13)  Louetta  Busby — Georne  Washington  Broughton 

George  Washington  Broughton,  son  of  Adam  and  Mary  (Taylor)  Broughton  was 
born  on  Dec. 28,  18 64  in  Sangamon  County,  Ill.  As  a  young  man  he  cane  to  McPherson 
and  Rice  Counties,  Kansas,  where  he  married.  A  few  years  later  the  family  returned 
to  Springfield,  where  he  lived  until  his  death  May  28,  1930. 
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George  A,  McChesney,  a  native  of  Mercer  County,  Ohio,  as  e  young  nan  cane  to 
Belle  Plain,  Iowa.  He  served  in  the  10th  and  11th  Iowa  Vol.  Infantry  during  the 
Civil  War,  Ra  married  Josephine  Budka  who  cane  as  a  young  girl  with  her  parents 
*:rcn  Czechoslavakia  and  located  at  Quebec,  Canada,  Later  they  emigrated  to  the  Unit— 
.  States  and  located  in  Icwa,  In  1867  the  family  homesteaded  in  Republic  County, 
>.r.sas,  three  miles  east  of  Belleville,  In  1868,  on  account  of  Indian  raids  in  the 
. jighborhood,  the  mother  was  sent  to  Irving,  Kansas,  where  Joe  L,  McChesney  was  born 
,pt.  6,  1868,  As  a  young  nan  he  cane  to  Windon,  where  he  married  and  made  a  home.

THE  FRENCH  FAMILY 

As  shown,  Nathan  Walker  Busby  married  Mary  Elizabeth  French  at  Bloomfield, 

Iowa,  Sept,  13,  1865,  so  a  short  record  cf  the  French  family  will  be  of  interest, 
Horace  N,  French,  born  July  6,  1798,  at  Burlington  Flats,  Otsego  County,  New  York, 
died  in  Oregon,  Missouri  .  ’  18 SA.  ..He  married  Mary  Ann  Eastman, 

born  Sept,  18,  1805,  Sangersfield,  One.ita  County,  N  w  York,  About  1820,  they 
came  with  their  parents  on  the  long  migration  trip  from  eastern  New  York  State  to 
Jennings  County  in  southern  Indiana,  making  the  long  trip  by  wagon  as  no  railroads 
then  existed.  They  married  Nov,  4,  1821,  in  Jennings  County,  Indiana,  and  to 
vms  marriage  seven  children  were  born.  After  her  death  on  Feb.  8,  1846,  the 
father  scon  remarried  and  with  some  of  the  younger  children  moved  to  Stiles,  near 
Bloomfield,  Iowa,  where  several  more  children  were  born, 

Milton  Jefferson  French,  the  second  son  of  Horace  N.  French  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Eastman,  is  of  interest  to  us.  He  was  born  on  July  30,  1827,  We  know  very  little 
about  his  life  except  that  he  was  a  Baptist  preacher  and  a  member  of  the  Masons. 

He  married  Mary  Ann  McCullough,  born  1822,  died  Bloomfield,  Iowa  in  1884.  Where 
they  were  living  in  1857,  we  do  net  know,  but  he  was  on  a  train  that  would  pass 
through  Vernon,  Indiana,  whore  his  mother  was  buried.  As  the  train  was  not 
scheduled  to  stop,  he  asked  the  conductor  tc  slow  it  down  so  he  could  jump  off. 
this  he  did  but  was  thrown .  He  got  up,  walked  a  little  distance,  and  fell  dead. 

,*  man  working  close  by  saw  him  and  picked  him  up.  He  was  buried  beside  his  mother 
the  Masons  and  a  marker  vms  erected. 

To  this  marriage  throe  children  had  been  born:  Clive  Lucinda,  Mary  Elizabeth, 
end  Josephine  (Phene),  After  the  death  of  the  father,  the  widow  with  the  three 
children  moved  to  Icwa  to  be  near  the  rest  cf  the  French  family.  There,  as  we 
have  shewn,  Mary  Elizabeth  married  Nr. than  W.  Busby,  Olive  Lucinda  married  William 
llinger  at  Bloomfield,  Iowa,  They  had  two  children:  William,  Jr.,  and  Mollie 
■who  married  Thomas  Hardy).  They  have  one  daughter,  Faye,  who  married  Dick 
Melchert,  and  is  now  living  in  Bloomfield,  Iowa, 

Josephine  (Phene)  married  John  Wright  in  31oonfield,  Icwa.  They  migrated  to 
'•'oPhorson  County,  Kansas,  where  they  lived  until  moving  to  Oklahoma,  Many  cf  rhe 
family  still  live  there,  among  them  Stella  Wright  Sills  at  Weatherford,  Ckdahona. 

The  widow  of  Milton  French,  after  moving  with  the  children  to  Iowa,  married 
Wnu  H.  Good  and  two  children  were  born.  (1)  Eva  Jcnina,  born  Feb.  °,  1866, 
married  Wm.  H,  Grant,  They  had  two  children:  Lillian  Grace  (married  to  Roscoe 
Halbert  and  living  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  where  Mr,  Halbert  is  a  U.S.F.C.  Clerk) f  and 
2.!  Edward  Ellsworth  Good,  born  1862,  Bloomfield,  Iowa,  died  on  Aug.  4,  1937,  at 
mccln,  Nc-br  ska.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  Judge  of  the  Nebraska  Supreme 
' curt. 

*Kazel  Belief  (married  to  Daniel  L.  Allgaier)  also  living  in  Kansas  City.
